Bryan’s Action Regretted. 
Tile acceptance of Secretary Bry 
ar.’s resignation was 
formally 
an­ 
nounced at the W hite House at 6 
o’clock 
last 
evening. 
Secretary 
Tumulty gave out the following for­ 
mal statem ent: 
“Of course, 
everybody 
connected 
with the president’s 
official 
family 
deeply regret that Mr. Bryan has felt 
it necessary to sever his relations 
with us. We have grown to have the 
deepest affection and admiration for 
him. As one w*ho followed him in his 
many fights, I cannot but feel a deep 
sense of personal loss in his with­ 
drawal.” 
Secretary Bryan left the state de­ 
partment at 5:30 o’clock in company 
with Mrs. Bryan. 
Up to that time 
no formal announcement had been 
made of the secretary’s resignation, 
and he positively refused to m ake any 
reference to the subject or to himself. 
Secretary Bryan said at his home, 
when told of the formal announce­ 
ment of his resignation: 
“In view* of the announcement of 
my resignation, I will say that letters 
being made public therewith state my 
reasons, but I will have a more com­ 
plete statem ent that will be given out 
when the American reply to the Ger­ 
man note is sent, which probably will 
be Wednesday. 
“My resignation 
takes 
effect 
as 
soon as the note has been forw*arded.” 
Mr. Bryan added that he probably 
would remain in W ashington for a 
w'hile. 
Secretary Favored Arbitration. 
Mr. Bryan, it wras disclosed with 
the announcement of 
his 
voluntary 
retirement, had held up the note to 
Germany for a w'eek by arguments in 
favor of submitting the American dif­ 
ferences with the kaiser’s government 
to The Hajpie. 
He exerted every effort to induce 
the president to agree to the plan of 
arbitration promulgated in the Bryan 
peace treaties, to which every Euro­ 
pean country except Germany is a 
signatory . In bis letter tendering his 
resignation, Mr. Bryan admits he has 
only been led to resign 
because 
he 
felt that attaching his signature to

Our 
judgments have accorded

erous and loyal beyond praise; your 
devotion to the duties of your great 
office and your eagerness to take ad­ 
vantage of every 
great opportunity 
for service it offered has been an ex- 
since the outbreak of the European ample to the rest of 
us;
